Council promise to investigate hedge 
concerns highlighted by worried mum 
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Some of the overgrown hedges 


LANCASHIRE County Council have responded 
to a mum’s appeal in the Champion for ‘dan- 
gerously overgrown’ bushes to be cut back in 
Aughton ‘before a child is killed on the school 
run.’ 

Alison Dreves, a mum of two, had spoken to 
the Champion about overgrown hedges on 
Moss Delph Lane and Liverpool Road in 
Aughton, which she said are a danger for fam- 
ilies making their way to and from schools. 

Students making their way to and from St 
Bede’s Catholic High School; Aughton St 
Michael’s CofE Primary School and Aughton 
Christ Church Primary School are often forced 
to walk on the busy road because the hedges 
at the side of the narrow pavements are so 
overgrown. 

She has been pleading for more than a year 
with Lancashire County Council to cut back 
the bushes as she believes that someone could 


be injured or killed by having to walk in the 
busy road. 

The county council say they are trying to 
contact the people responsible for the hedge 
and will consider carrying out the work them- 
selves if they don’t respond. 

A spokesman for Lancashire County Council 
said: “We have previously responded to a 
number of reports about overgrown hedges in 
this area, which have usually been resolved 
once we have written to the owner asking for 
them to be cut. 

“We are due to carry out a further inspection 
shortly in response to another recent report 
and will take any action which may be 
needed. 

“If the owner of a hedge doesn’t respond to 
our letter, we can consider carrying out the 
work ourselves and recharge the cost to the 
owner if necessary.”

WEST Lancashire Council is 
considering how to chal- 
lenge a decision to allow 
remedial work at Parbold 
Hill Quarry landfill site to 
go ahead. 

The Champion reported last 
week how a proposal to raise 
the height of the former land- 
fill site in a bid to prevent 
water leaking was given a go- 
ahead by Lancashire County 
Council. 

This was despite thousands 
of objections from residents 
who fear it will ruin the views 
from a popular beauty spot. 

Portfolio Holders Cllr Dave 
Evans (Planning) and Cllr Gareth Dowling (Com- 
munities and Community Safety) from West 
Lancashire Council say they are “considering 
options” to support a challenge to the decision. 

Prior to the application being heard, West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council twice submitted formal 
comments of objection to the application. 

Now, the council’s cabinet have agreed to con- 
sider what options are available to work alongside 
campaign groups and residents to examine the 
approval, and whether there were any flaws in the 
process or withholding or misinterpretation of 
information presented.

Surfin’ Southport?

SEFTON Council has revealed details of a 
‘world class water attraction’ it hopes will 
be built at Princes Park, Southport. 

The council has entered into an exclusivity 
agreement with Go Surf to create Southport 
Cove Resort - an all year-round attraction 
with an exciting surf wave pool at its heart. 

The scheme is at an early stage and no 
timeframe has been put on when such a 
scheme could arrive but if it does come to 
fruition it will be situated on the seafront on 
the land between Ocean Plaza and Pleasure- 
land. 

The project - a private sector development 
on a Sefton Council-owned site - will also 
include water-based wellness and spa facilit- 
ies, 4-star accommodation, casual dining 
and indoor leisure facilities. 

A stunning 250m long beach coupled with 
a 360-degree boardwalk and planted gar- 


dens are among the other ideas being 
mooted. In a press release issued by the 
council, the scheme is described as ‘using the 
next generation of surf pool technology’ 
which will make waves that can reach over 
two meters for accomplished surfers, to just 
0.5 meters for those who prefer ‘fun’ waves. 

Creating up to 120 new jobs and bringing 
more than £20 million per annum to the 
local economy with an expected 150,000 cli- 
ent visits a year, Southport Cove, say the 
council, will complement the other exciting 
opportunities emerging in the town, as part 
of the Southport Town Deal and beyond. 

The founders of Go Surf said: “Southport’s 
location and existing facilities lend them- 
selves perfectly to the town becoming a true 
haven for water sports. 

“We're taking a world class surf pool and 
building a resort around it that’s far more 
than just a place for catching waves, 
something that all visitors and members can 
enjoy on any given day of the year. 

“Our aim is to create a perfect environment 
where people meet with friends and family, 
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be it to lounge on the beach or in the gar- 
dens, catch some waves, relax in the spa, or 
just grab a coffee and a bite to eat. 

“It’s a real privilege to have this opportun- 
ity to do something great for our 
hometown.” 

The Champion pressed the council for more 
information on ‘Go Surf’ but a spokesperson 
said ‘this was confidential at this time due to 
commercial sensitivities’.

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Glass firm creates new 
product to help reduce 
spread of infections

A GLASS manufacturer with a 
headquarters in Ormskirk has 
developed a new glass product 
that can help reduce the spread 
of viruses and infections. 

Pilkington, which has the 
European Testing Centre on Hall 
Lane, has created Pilkington San- 
iTise an anti-microbial glass to reduce 
transmission of infections via surfaces in shared 
spaces and public transport. 

It was designed by the Ormskirk research and 
development team in wake of the pandemic and the 
work is supported by testing at leading UK Uni- 
versities. 

Viruses can live on glass surfaces for days if left 
untreated, which becomes of particular concern 
during the coronavirus outbreak. 

Pilkington UK says the glass is suited for building 
facades of offices, schools, hospitals, restaurants 
and hotels as the interior surface on any exterior 
wall system. 

It’s also designed for use in all types of public

transport such as buses, trains 
and passenger boats. 

Pilkington SaniTise is a trans- 
parent coated glass that’s 
activated through UV exposure. 

When the glass is exposed to 
UV light, its antimicrobial activ- 
ity is significantly increased 
compared to using uncoated 
glass. It has a pyrolytic coating, 
which provides antimicrobial 
properties and acts against 
enveloped viruses on the glass surface. 

Neil McSporran, Global Portfolio Manager - 
Incubator Program said: “Obtaining third party veri- 
fication of the coating’s effectiveness is a huge 
milestone, which represents a major push by our 
Ormskirk and St Helens teams in responding to the 
very new challenges that the built environment and 
transport faces in the wake of the pandemic. 

“Some viruses can live on glass surfaces for days if 
left untreated, creating a risk for people to become 
infected through contact transmission. Pilkington 
SaniTise ultimately helps to reduce the chances of 
this happening, which could make a big difference 
in high-touch applications such as shopping centre 
doorways or passenger windows on a bus.”

TRAIN commuters can now get a short history 
lesson about Parbold railway station after a 
poster was placed on the platform. 

Community Rail Lancashire (CRL) are undertak- 
ing a project to provide history posters for stations 
all over Lancashire and they asked Friends of Par- 
bold Station to help out. 

The poster gives a brief history of the local station 
and includes a number of photographs over the 
ages. 

Mark Dowding, working with the Friends of Par- 
bold Station as well as Friends of Parbold Library, 
has produced the poster. 

He said: “I was approached by David Pryer of the 
Friends of Parbold Station to see if I would be inter- 
ested in contributing to a poster that was to be 


produced by Community Rail Lancashire and dis- 
played on the station platform. 

“The railway has been my working life, construct- 
ing and designing electrification schemes for 
national and international railways, and so I 
jumped at the chance and after finding a number of 
photographs from different eras and putting a draft 
of the text together for the Friends of Parbold Sta- 
tion to peruse, pull apart, amend and approve - 
which they did! 

“We managed to agree on which photographs 
should be included with the addition of a couple 
from John Sloane’s collection, and a brief history of 
the station over the years from different sources 
which was proof read and corrected by Tony Gra- 
ham - a friend of ours who is a railway historian — 
and sent to CRL for final approval and produc- 
tion.”

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Remove leaves from. 
drains to stop blocks, 
urges county council

RESIDENTS in West Lancashire have been 
urged to clear leaves away from drains to help 
prevent blockages during heavy downpours. 

It is estimated that up to 80% of reports 
received about problems with drains during the 
autumn are due to leaves sitting over the top of 
grates, rather than a more serious maintenance 
issue. 

Highways staff are grateful that many people 
already help by clearing debris away and allow- 
ing water to enter the drains, and is encouraging 
others to do the same if it is safe to do so. 

The county council maintains over 300,000 
roadside drains with those most at risk of becom- 
ing blocked being checked most often. 

County Councillor Keith Iddon, cabinet member 
for highways and transport, said: “We will 
respond whenever we receive a report of flood- 
ing, and try to help however we can, whatever 
the source of the problem. 

“Problems with highway drainage systems are 
very rarely the cause of flooding to properties, but 
often cause roads and pavements to become 
flooded if they have become blocked. 

“At this time of year we have a lot of leaves on 
the ground, and with the heavy rain forecast for 
later this week, there is a likelihood that drains 
could become plugged by leaves. 

“During the autumn we very often find the 
cause of blocked drains is simply leaves lying on 
top of the grate which act like a plug and stop the 
water flowing down. The grates are designed to 
trap leaves and other debris to prevent them 
causing blockages further down the piped sys-

tems, which would be more difficult to deal 
with. 

“If people are concerned that a highway drain is 
not flowing this may well be the cause, and if it's 
safe to do so I'd ask people to consider brushing 
the leaves one side to see if that works, and if pos- 
sible to clear the leaves away. 

“However, please only do this if it's safe as we 
ee never want anyone to put themselves at 
risk. 

“We do of course respond to all reports that we 

receive, but particularly during heavy rain when 
we have to prioritise the most serious flooding 
issues, it's worth people knowing that most 
blocked drains can be easily cleared.” 
If you can't clear a blocked drain yourself, or the 
problem doesn't appear to be caused by leaves, it 
can be reported at www.lancashire.gov.uk or by 
calling 0300 123 6701 and highways staff will 
attend as soon as they can.

So Lancashire County Council has granted plan- 
ning permission to the proposed works on Parbold 
Hill, a meeting I watched online. 

The committee ignored the views of the thousand 
residents who objected, together with the six par- 
ish councils, and West Lancashire Borough Council. 

Talk about shouting at the computer screen! 

One councillor turned the meeting it into a dis- 
cussion about toxic leachate “leaking” into the 
River Douglas, polluting fish and wildlife for gen- 
erations to come. 

“Somebody please correct her!” I yelled into the 
ether ...but correction there was none. 

The planning officer’s report to committee stated 

. “The applicant has presented water quality data 
between 2002 and 2018 in the River Douglas and 
in the Leeds and Liverpool Canal. 

“However this data does not suggest that there is 
any clearly identifiable pollution issue from landfill 
leachate.” 

Had she not read the report or did she simply not 
understand it? 

Not only was there no correction but the commit- 


tee chairman actually agreed with her stating “I 
have to decide - do I want a beautiful view or con- 
taminated land?” 

And most of the councillors came to believe that 
it is worth sacrificing 80% of Parbold Hill’s panor- 
amic view to protect the River Douglas from 
pollution ...... pollution which doesn’t exist! 

The committee was concerned about the pro- 
posed site access near the brow of the hill as 
14,000 vehicles use Parbold Hill every day. 

The committee spotted that HGVs negotiating 
traffic to and from the motorway, and cars parking 
in the layby and turning into the Miller Carter car 
park - could be dangerous! 

They asked Highways to consider other safety 
measures perhaps even traffic lights — but they 
granted planning permission anyway! 

A better solution for this unnecessary desecration 
of our beauty spot would be to overturn this decision.

FIAT’S won me over with a cute, 
cleverly thought-out new arrival 
heading for its showrooms — but it 
isn’t the reimagined 500. 


The Italian manufacturer’s outposts across 
the North West are about to start taking 
orders for the latest, all-electric spin on its 
big-selling city car, and if you slap down 

a deposit on one over the next couple of 
weeks it should be with you by March (and 
hopefully, lockdown will be over by then, and 
you'll be able to drive it somewhere too). 


The 199-mile range, option of faster 
charging for the upper echelons of the 

500 range, and the choice of three trim 
levels isn’t especially new, but the £19,995 
starting price — usefully cheaper than the 
£26k being talked about back in March for 
the introductory special edition models — 
makes it usefully cheaper than Honda’s E 
and the MINI Electric. You'll also like the 
idea of the newly announced ‘3+1’ model, 
which has a tiny, rearward-opening door 
on its passenger side to make cramming 
children into its back seats a tiny bit easier 
— but it’d be remiss of me not to mention 
that Mazda was doing this 15 years ago on 
the RX-8! 


Keen students of the old 500 will know that 
Fiat’s likely, lockdown permitting, to flog 
every one it can crank out at its Mirafiori 
factory in Turin. It looks fabulous, has 
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enough usable range for the vast majority 
of us, and it’s kitted out with sufficient 
gadgetry — including 360-degree parking 
sensors, semi-autonomous driving tech 
and a smartphone-ready audio system — to 
make it worth forking out the extra over, 
say, a hybrid-equipped Fiesta. 


Yet, given a Boris-approved visit to my 
nearest showroom, I’d almost certainly 
stroll straight past its cutesy curves and 
start pestering the salesman about the new 
Panda instead. 


Fiat says it’s new but that’s not entirely 
true; unlike the 500, which is an all-electric 
city car built from the ground up, the latest 
Panda is a facelift of a five-door hatch that’s 
been around since 2011. It’s also equipped 
not with batteries and fast-charging 
options, but the choice of two petrol 
engines, one of which is assisted by a mild- 
hybrid system, which is a useful shuffle in 
the right direction, but hardly the giant leap 
the new 500 makes. 


The Panda is never, ever going to be as 
trendy as its curvier sibling — but I like 
just about everything else about it. If it’s 
anything like the outgoing model, it’ll be 
a joy to drive, it’s got much room inside 
(and proper rear doors, for that matter) 
and more luggage space. Crucially, it’s nine 
grand cheaper than the 500 — the range 
kicks off for the one-litre Mild model, 
although if we’re saving that much money 
Td chuck an extra £2k in the Italian piggy 
bank and go for the much better-looking 
Sport model. 


A great little car and £9k to spend on the 
post-lockdown holiday of a lifetime, or five 
minutes of impressing your mates with the 
new 500? I know which one Pd go for.
